DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 .1 A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous 
Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's 
submission filed on 12/7/2009 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

2.1 This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
29-31 and 34-42 which are directed to inventions that were non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 29-31 and 34-42 been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 27-28 
and 32-33 are allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. 691 2030 to Coates. 

3.2 Claim 27 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a retardation layer which 
functions as a negative C plate comprising a cholesteric structure which is fixed 
in a range that its helical pitch 
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is 1 pitch or more, wherein a plurality of minute units (domains) having the 
cholesteric structure exist, wherein a selected reflected wavelength of a selected 
reflected light of the cholesteric structure is shorter than a wavelength of an 
incident light, and wherein a maximum major axis of an inscribed ellipse on a 
surface of the minute units (domains) is 40 urn or less. 

3.3 Claims 28, 32-33 depend either directly or indirectly on Claim 27 and are thus 
also allowed. 

3.4 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
